Contrast with McGill standards 
what recent discoveries have brought 
to light in some American medical 
colleges and you will feel all the more 
the value of the unsparing academic 
qualifications which are required 
from all who would seek Medical di- 
plomas at this University. 

Iu this connection we reproduce 
some extracts from the latest offi- 
cial report of the American Medical 
Society on its campaign against 
fraudulent devices of all kinds. This 
deals with the case of the "Carnegie 
University" a Deleware Corporation 
to which is affiliated the "National 
Institute of Mechano-Therapy," of 
New York City chartered by New- 
York State. A detailed exposure ap- 
peared in a recent issue of the 13os- 
f on Sunday American. 

"The American Medical Associa- 
tion, which maintains a special de- 
partment for the exposure and root- 
ing out of medical frauds of all kinds 
reports in its journal an investiga- 
tion which it recently undertook of 
an institution known as the "Carne- 
gie University." It is a Deleware 
corporation and with it is affiliuted 
the "National Institute of Mechano- 
Therapy" of New York City, charter- 
ed by the State of New York. 

According to the annual announce- 
ment of the Carnegie University it 
is "the oldest and most celebrated 
institution of learning of its kind in 
the United States of America. It was 
initiated, promoted and financed by 
a few of America's most prominent 
gentlemen in the financial as well ns 
the professional world. These gentle- 
men, knowing the progress that Drug- 
less Therapy (healing) has made in 
the last twenty years, and under- 
standing the great future for this 
science, saw the necessity "f devoting 
one of the colleges of n great 1 niver- 
sity to Drugless Therapy, bo that 
those earnestly desiring to become 
Drugle.-s Physicians an 1 Bloodless 
Surgeons could acquire a thorough 
and scientific knowledge of the vari- 
ous sciences which constitute the na- 
tural method of healing. The Uni- 
versity was named in h< n >r of Car- 
negie, the great philanthropist. 

Among the degrees conferred by 
this institution are: M.D.; 1.1.. P. ; 
En, D. ; M.A.; Sc. D.; D. I). 0. ; 
D.C. ; M.T.I). ; and I's. D. 
' r n reply to his request for infor- 
mation the agent of the American 
Medical Association recel ed a five- 
pave form-letter on n letter-head 
which bore half-tone pictures of Wil- 
mington's two largest, office buildings 
on which the words "Carnegie Uni- 
versity" have been inserted 'p give 
the impression that I his institution 
occupied th se buildings, Fac-similes 
of the diplomas were also received. 
They were issued by "Carrieglana 
Universitas" and were "magnificent- 
ly engraved" on "white parchment" 
10x24 inches. 

The investigator then wrote to the 
effect that h; wanted to sturt an of- 
fice in England us a "bonesetter," 
and asking whether he might obtain 
a diploma of mechano-thernpy with- 
out waiting to take the course, as 
he wanted to leave for London in two 
weeks. He Baid he would take an ex- 
amination if they would send him 
the questions and would be willing 
to pay for the full course without 
Uking it. 



1 In a lew days be received a reply 
accepting his proposition and inclos- 
ing the examination questions. Need- 
less to say, the quest ions were an- 
swered i u such a way as to make 
it perfectly plain to anyone that the 
examiner was ignorant to a degree, 
an 1 in no sense competent to treat 
disease. Here are a few of the ques- 
tions and the answers given: 

Question: Give pathology, etiology, 
symptoms and treatment for malaria. 

Answer: Malaria is found in the 
South and in swampy places. The pa- 
tient should be given massage and 
the spine should be adjusted to im- 
prove the circulation. It is also bet- 
ter to have the patient move from 
a mjjfrtrial place to where it is dry. 

Question: How would you replace a 
dislocated jaw ? 

Answer: The jaw should be pulled 
forward or pushed back, as the case 
may be, and the joint massaged and 
adjusted. 

Question: What is histology ? 

Answer: Histology is the study of 
the history of the unntomy and phy- 
siology of the body. 

Question: What is embryology ? 

Answer: Embryology Is the study 
of the new-born baby and bow to 
care for it. 

Question: What is Keratitis? Give 
course of treatment. 

Answer: Keratitis is inflammation 
of the eye. It should be treated by 
manipulating the muscles ami nerves 
of the neck and by adjusting the ver- 
tebra of the neck Cold tvuH ban- 
dages may also be used. 

Question: Give treatment for Iri- 
tis ? 

Answer: Iritis is also an inflamma- 
tion of the eye and should lie treated 
as described in Keratitis. 

Question: Describe the portal em- 
ulation? 

Answer: The portal circulation is 
the circulation of the chyle and 
chyme which is found in the stomach 
when the food is being digested. Tt 
then goes into the blood to build up 
he body. 

Question; Describe the fornix ? 

Answer: The fornix is that part of 
the tonsils which is affected in en 
tarrh. An adjustment of the verte 
bru of the neck will often help it. 

Upon receipt of these answers, 
which, of course, an average school 
boy would hesitate to hand to bis 
teacher, the ■'university" wrote as 
follows: 

"Wc herewith have the pleasure to 
inform you that you have passed 
your examination very satisfactorily 
nnd th.it the Carnegie University has 
conferred on you the degree of Doc- 
tor of Mechano-Therapy. The dip- 
loma will be forwarded to you on re- 
ceipt of post office money order for 
|50." 

All this occurred within the space 
of ten days. By the same process, 
doubtlessly, almost any our wishing 
to engage in the practise of "drug- 
less healing" might have obtained 
a diploma a« easily. 

Commenting oditorlally on the re 
suit of this investigation, the ".Jour- 
nal" of the association says: 

"For $50 the d"gree o! Doctor of 
Mechano-Therapy ami an ornate 'di 
ploma' has been offered to one whose 
ignorance of physiology and anatomy 
was such that he could not distin- 
guish between the portal circulation 
and the gastric digestion, who did 
not know the difference between the 
fornix an I the pharnyx, and whose 
Idea of histology was that it dealt 
with the history of anatomy nnd 
physiology. 

"Think of it ! In most of the 
States of the union, a man exhibit- 
ing this colossal ignorance of the 
human body is permitted to treat 
any disease that flesh is heir to — 
providing he does not use drugs." 

The tragedy of the situation Is that 
in many States of the Union an ihdl- 
; vidual without even an olemcntury 
cducntion and with absolutely no 
technical training can do business ns

one ot the most fur-seeiug men who 
ever lived in, and worked for, this 
fair Canada ot ours, was the late 

Sir William Dawson, Principal of 
McGill University. Upon his ap- 
pointment in 185S ns executive head 
of the struggling little college, he 
saw the great need of the country 
for trained engineers and succeeded 
in establishing a little school ot 
Civil Engineering, In ISfiX one man 
graduated iu this course; in 1859, 
four; '60, five; 'Gl, two; '112, one ; 
'63, three; 'til, one and then the in- 
struction in applied science in the 
University temporarily ceased. Hut 
Sir William did not despair. 

In 1871 the teaching of engineer- 
ing and practical chemistry Was 
again revived and reconstituted as 
the Department of Practical and Ap- 
plied Science in the Fa-cuity of Arts, 
and, in KS7S, it was erected into a 
separate Faculty, that of Applied 
Science, with three professors and 
two lecturers. The growth of the 
Faculty was at first very slow— the 
graduating classes averaging aliout 
six for many years— and the e imp- 
otent was almost vanishlngly small. 
Hut about the year 1890 the great 
benefactor appeared and Sir William 
Mncdonuld gave the University the 
Engineering Building vhich bears his 
nam", th.- Workman SfoopS >cing el- 
ected at the same time with money 
bequeathed for that purpose by the 
late Thomas Workman, Esquire. The 
Mncdonn'd Physics Building was 
erected almost at. the same time and 
n few years later, the Macdonald 
Chemistry and Mining Building was 
called into existence by the same 
munificent donor, who also equpiiod 
and, in part, endowed them. 

Since the erection of these build- 
ings, the Faculty has gone ahead by 
leaps and bounds both in number of 
its students nnd especially in the 
excellence of its work, until today 
it stands second to none in the stan- 
dard which it exacts of its profes- 
sors and students, 

Today there are ten four year 
courses offered in th • various I rnn- 
ches of engineering, chemistry, me 
tallurgy, architecture and tren^porl 
atlon; and the number of students 
enrolled tins year is 539, 



Recognizing that even the early 
training of engineers and other prac- 
tical scientists cannot be given com- 
pletely iu any college, no matter how 
well equipped its class-rooms and la- 
boratories may be, the undergradu- 
ates in this Faculty 'are expected to 
devote their slimmi r vacations — 
which, to I lie uninformed seem per- 
haps unnecessarily long— to actual 
practical work connected with their 
chosen profession. A glance at the 
condensed report of the summer work 
as given in the Applied Science Gra- 
duates' Bulletin, will show how real 
and practical are the activities en- 
gaged in during the time that class 
work is suspended. Not only does 
this outside work serve as a most 
valuable, an indispensable, part of 
the student's training, but it enables 
many a man, otherwise inadequately 
endowed with this world's goods, to 
put himself through college, and 
renders more or less unnecessary the 
earning of money during the session, 
which, praiseworthy as it may be, 
cannot but deduct from the amount 
of energy which th? student might 
Otherwise devote to his college work. 

Anil the graduates of the Faculty; 
what of them ? It. has been very 
truly said that the surest way to 
judge any edltcat ional institution is 
by the success of its graduates; and 
those Appliod 5 :ivncc are now 

: found throughout the length ami 
breadth of Can Ida, and in other 

i countries too, occupying positions of 

■ importance and of trust. Unfortuna- 
tely in the past MCGill h is allowed 

I her sons to slip away at gin '.nation 
and has taken no further interest in 

I them; and, unfortunately too, and 
perhaps not very creditably, most of 
the sons have forgotten the Alma 
Mater to whom they owe much more 
than til sy ever paid for. Hut, in 
this Faculty, steps have already been 
taken to remedy this state of affairs, 
and a very good beginning has al- 
ready been made. Great efforts were 
put forth during the winter of 1908- 
09, and have been continued ever 
since, to obtain the address of each 
graduate. These efforts have been 
crowned with r n^rlcuous success f..r, 
out of more than eleven hundred,

The music heard at the Concerts giv- 
en by tin. Conservât orium of Music 
only shows to the public part of the 
work which is being accomplished by 

this branch ot McGill. The audiences 
are large and appreciative, as is 
shown by their applause and repeated 
attendance. 

We slio. ild not forget that the per- 
formers arc students who are takiug 
a regular Course, which demands uot 
only practical but theoretical work, 
the acquiring of a thorough acquain- 
tance with ancient and modern styles 
in music as well as knowledge of at. 
least two languages. Thus the num- 
bers they may interpret at these con- 
certs are iu many cases additional 
work. 

The writer wishes to draw atten- 
tion to the fact that they u re often 
criticized as if they were profession- 
als rather than students and from a 
technical rather than a musical stand- 
point. It is curious this is often the 
case with the musical critics who 
are on the stall of the Montreal 
papers. The showiness of a composi- 
tion may exhibit a performer at his 
best as regards technique, but it is 
not necessarily proof of his musician- 
ship. 

Besides those who are training to a 
great extent towards making them- 
selves artists for public appearance 
as performers there arc many who 
take a teachers' course which de- 
i mands that the student shall have 
already received a satisfactory gener- 
al education. Those studying for the 
degree of Mus. Une. must of necessity 
have passed their matriculation. But 
'all are receiving a musical education 
; which will not only enable them to 
! excel in their own particular branch, 
hut to listen and be able to criticize 
1 music intelligently. With these quali- 
fications under the training provided 
there is every reason to believe that 
all those receiving degrees or diplo- 
mas from McGill will not only be 
deserving of them, but will also rank 
among the first iu their profession. 



other branches of education is readily 
ability as teachers and leaders in 
That Canadians have proved their 
acknowledged. Why should not musi- 
cians be added to the already large 
list. 

The Oouservutorium has already 
proved its efficiency in this direction 
and it might practically be called 
a bureau for the placing ,,f organists 
and teachers, as well as performers 
throughout Canada. 

In connection with the Conserva- 
torium is the Orchestra which is 
steadily improving nnd the influence 
of which is very great, enabling the 
student.- not only to hear hut to 
help interpret such music as the sym- 
phonies of Mozart, Beethoven and 
others, besides concertos by these 
and other great composers, as well 
as becoming acquainted with modern 
orchestral music. Through the pub- 
lic performances there have been two 
opportunities already this session 
of hearing some of the work which 
is being done by the Operatic class, 
reference is made to Act. 1 from 
Lakme— Delihes and Styrienne (from) 
Mignonj— A. Thomas. 

That the aim of the Conservatorlum 
is being realized is largely due to 
its system of examinations, which 
are ot' the highest standard, and for 
which nil students are faithfully pre- 
pared by their different teachers. Mc- 
Gill is certainly doing its share in 
raising the standard of music by 
having local examinations through- 
out Canada from Halifax on the east 
I to Vancouver on the west.

The two processes used in pulp 
manufacture were mechanical and 
chemical. The lecturer dwelt briefly 
upon the first, confining himself 
principally to a discussion of the 

process used in manufacturing sul- 
phite pulp. The lo^s, after being 
barked, were reduced tu the form of 
chips, being screened to suitable 
size and charged into a "digester."

The College is a Government in- 
stitution, designed primarily tor the 
purpose of giving instruction 'n nil 
branches of military science to offi- 
cers and Cadet's of the Canadian 
Militia. In fact it corresponds to 
Woolwich and Sandhurst, 

The Commandant and military in- 
structors are all officers on the ac- 
tive list of the Imperial army, lent 
for the purpose, and there is in ad- 
dition a complete stall of profess. us 
for the civil subjects which form such 
an important part of the College 
course. Medical attendance is also 
provided. 

Whilst the College is organized on 
» Strictly military basis the cadets 
receive a practical and scientific 
training iu subjects essential to a 
■ound modern education. 

The course includes a thorough 
grounding in Mathematics, Civil 
Engineering, Surveying, Physics, 
Chemiktry, French and English. 

The strict discipline maintained at 
the College is one of the most valu- 
able features of the course, and, in 
addition, the constant practice of 
gymnastics, drills and outdoor ex- 
ercise of all kinds, ensures health 
and excellent physical condition. 

Commissions in all branches of the 
Imperial service and Canadian .Per- 
manent force aie offered annually. 

The diploma of graduation is con- 
sidered by the authorities ' conducting 
the examinations for Dominion Land 
Surveyor to be equivalent to a uni- 
versity degree, and by the regula- 
tions of the Law Society of Ontario, 
it obtains the same exemptions as m 
B. A. degree. 

The length of the course is three 
years, in three terms of 9i months 
each. 

The total cost of the course, in- 
cluding board, uniform, instruction- 
al material, and all extras, is about 
1800. 

The annual competitive examina- 
tion for admission to the College, 
takes place in May of each year, at 
the headquarters of the several mili- 
tary districts.
